It he* a laxative value 
that is worth consideration and it can be given to the children 
without sulphur. 


It is advisable to give it separately from the iiilplmr, .wlton 


the latter is used, and may V% served spread on bread or bunft. It 
is al«:r» recommended that ihr sulphur bo <^rvM with snme other 
food, and <hen not m too large quantities. 


But parents who wait until spring to get their children ac-
